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This is a decision on applicant's "Request For Corrected Notice of Acceptance And Filing 
Receipt" filed 21 August 2005 in the United States Patent and Trademark OflBce (USPTO). The 
request is being treated as a petition under 37 CFR 1.181. No petition fee is due. 



On 04 January 2005, applicant filed a transmittal letter for entry into the national stage in 
the United States which was accompanied by the requisite basic national fee as required by 35 
U.S.C. 371(c)(1) and a first preliminary amendment.
